view of International Patent No. 00/21326 to Kingdon ("Kingdon" hereinafter). 

In addition, claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being 
allegedly unpatentable over Johansson in view of Kingdon in fijrther view of United 
States Patent No. 6,005,884 to Cook et al ("Cook" hereinafter).
